He was an experienced 
skier but nevertheless ventured 
off-piste with a friend while 
the avalanche risk warning 
was at four on a scale of one to 
Eve. 


His friend was unhurt, hut 
Friso spent around 20 minutes 
und er the snow b e fore res cuer s 
pulled hnn out. 

Friso was m July trans¬ 
ferred from a hospital in Lon¬ 
don, where he lived, to the 
residence of Ins mother, former 
queen Beatrix, in The Hague.

His wife Mabel tweeted just 
hours before the aimounce¬ 
ment her thanks for birthday 
messages, after she turned 45 
on Sim day.

Kerry stresses US 
commitment to peace 
in Colombia 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Secretary 
af State John Kerry said 
Monday that the United 
States is committed to peace 
in Colombia, as he began a 
visit expected to touch on re¬ 
cent US spying revelations 

Kerry met with officials 
overseeing Colombian peace 
talks with the leftist Revolu¬ 
tionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC), Latin 
America's oldest insurgency 
which have been held in 
Cuba since November. 

Colombia is the closest 
US ally in South America, 
and has received mare than 
billion since HOOD for 
fighting drug traffickers and 
reb els. 

The top US diplomat met 
with Ins Colombian counter¬ 
part Man a Angela Holguin 
and President Juan Manuel 
Santos. 

Kerry and Santos are ex¬ 
pected to make a joint state¬ 
ment to the press at the 
presidential palace 

US Ambassador Michael 
McKinley said the talks 
would likely touch on US 
electronic snooping, which 
came to light when fugitive 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden revealed details of 
huge telephone and Internet 
surveillance programs 


McKinley said the United 
States was perfectly willing 
to discuss the surveillance 
with Colombia or any other 
ally. 

"It is not an issue we are 
running away from," the am¬ 
bassador said. 

US officials have insisted 
the classified programs are 
perfectly legal and have 
played a major role in foiling 
dozens of terrorist attacks 

Kerry will head Tuesday 
to Brazil, where the spy pro¬ 
grams have also raised ten¬ 
sions 

In Colombia, the secret 
US Internet capability al¬ 
lowed Washington to map 
FARC movements from 200 S 
until earlier this year, the 
Brazilian newspaper Q Globo 
reported last month. 

Elsewhere in Latin Amer¬ 
ica, US intelligence scooped 
up data an ail and military 
sp ending in Yenezuel a and on 
energy and drug trafficking in 
Mexico, according to the 
daily. 

After the G Globo report, 
Colombia complained that 
the surveillance violated its 
people's right to privacy as 
well as international telecoms 
accords and said it would 
seek an explanation from the 
United States. 


Judge rules stop-and-frisk in New 
York unconstitutional 

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - New York's stop-aid-frisk polic- 
mg policy, widely credited with helping to bring down its 
once-dizzying crime rate, is a violation of the US Constitu¬ 
tion, a federal court judge ruled Monday. 

In a 1 !?S-page ruling. Judge Shira Scheindhn said the practice 
of New York police randomly stopping individuals on the 
street and subjecting them to searches violated the Fourth 
Amendment’s protection against unreasonable search and 
seizure. 

It also ran afoul of the Fourteenth Amendment's guarantee of 
equal protection under the law, said Scheindhn, who noted 
haw young black and Hispanic males were most likely to be 
targeted 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg said his administration would ap¬ 
peal the ruling, telling reporters that stop-and-search was a 
"vital deterrent" that had taken S,DOO guns off the street over 
a decade 

There is no question that stop, question and frisk has saved 
countless lives," he said.

A disorganized tropical 
wave/disturbance in the 
We st-Central Caribbean 
s Duth o f Hi sp am oi a has b sen 
garnering mare attention at 
the insistence of computer 
models that show develop¬ 
ment as this system heads 
for the Yucatan Peninsula 
later this week. 

Hie disturbance is in an 
area of hostile upper level 
winds Monday, but condi¬ 
tions are expected to become 
more favorable for some 
slow tropical development 
through the mid-latter part 
of tins week as the system 
moves west-northwestward 

Many of the computer 
models are indicating that 
there will be a distinct pos¬ 
sibility of a burgeoning 
tropical system pushing to¬ 
ward the Southern Gulf of 
Mexico by Friday with the 
possibility of some signifi¬ 
cant strengthening. 

A frontal trough advanc¬ 
ing southward toward the 
Gulf States later this week 


would draw any potential 
system northward and even¬ 
tually northeastward, per¬ 
haps toward the Eastern 
Gulf States, but forecast 
confidence in developing 
systems like tins is usually 
quite law. 

The Northwest Caribbean 
is a dimatologically favored 
area for development in 
mid-August with mast sys¬ 
tems traveling toward the 


Gulf of Mexico, so tins sys¬ 
tem will be watched closely 
over the next several days. 

While not a direct threat 
to Louisiana at this time, 
there is a distinct possibility 
that rough conditions, at the 
very least, could develop in 
the Southern and Central 
Gulf of Mexico waters by 
tins weekend.

(OCHA) 

Twenty people have died in 
the capital region, the official 
SUNA news agency reported 
late Monday, citing Khartoum 
state authorities who added 
that 240 people had been hurt 

"More rams are expected in 
tire coming days and the esti- 
mat ed numb er a f affe ct e d p e o - 


pie is likely to rise further as 
rams continue and as more m- 
formati on b ec ome s av ail ah 1 e," 
OCHA said m a press release. 

OCHA's latest estimate fol¬ 
lows heavy downpours on Fri¬ 
day nigirt and is based on 
information from tire Sudanese 
F,ed Crescent Society and 
other agencies. 

Heavy rams and flash floods 
began on August 1. initially af¬ 
fecting almost 100,000 people 
in several states 
At least 2d,G00 houses have 
been damaged or destroyed, 
according to initial estimates 
cited by OCHA. 

Official F,adio Omdurman 
reported on Sunday that tire 
flooding killed 3d people m 
Nile state north of the capital. 


The UN and other agencies 
have provided aid including 
tents, plastic sheeting and 
drinking water, OCHA said. 

A volunteer youth group, 
Nafeer, said an Monday it. had 
found 150 families "trapped" 
in tire AI-Nizeila area on Khar¬ 
toum's outskirts. 

It added that many people 
who lost their homes are now 
sleeping outdoors. 

This year's flooding is the 
worst m ttie capital region m 
years but water surges in rural 
areas of' Sudan between June 
and October last year affected 
about 270,000 people and 
damaged more than 3d,D00 
homes, according to figures 
cited by the UN.

Brain activity shows basis of near-death 
experiences 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
There may be a scientific ex¬ 
planation for the vivid near¬ 
death experiences, such as 
seeing a sinning light, that 
same people report after sur¬ 
viving a he ail attack, US sci¬ 
entists said Monday. 

Apparently the brain keeps 
on working for up to 30 sec¬ 
onds after blood flow stops, 
according to a study published 
in tiie Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

University of Michigan sci¬ 
entists did their research on 
nine lab rats that were anes¬ 
thetized and then subjected to 
induced cardiac arrest as part 
of the experiment. 

In the first 30 seconds after 


tlisir hearts were stopp ed, they 
all showed a surge of brain ac¬ 
tivity, observed in electroen¬ 
cephalograms (EEGs) that 
indicated hi ghly aroused men¬ 
tal states. 

"We were surprised by the 
high levels of activity," said 
senior author George 
Mashour, pro fessor of anesthe¬ 
siology and neurosurgery at 
the University of Michigan. 

"In fact, at near-death, many 
known electrical signatures of 
consciousness ex cee ded 1 eveis 
found m tire waking state, sug¬ 
gesting that the brain is capa¬ 
ble of well-organized 
electrical activity during the 
early stage of clinical death." 

Similar results in terms of 


brain activity were seen in rats 
that were asphyxiated, die re¬ 
searchers sard.

OTTAWA-(AFP) - Struggling 
smartphone maker BlackBerry 
said Monday it is examining 
"strategic alternatives," which 
could involve putting itself up 
for sale. 

The announcement comes 
with BlackBerry marginalized 
m a smartphone market domi ¬ 
nated by makers using the 
Google Android operating sys¬ 
tem and by Apple's iPhone 

Same analysts said 
prospects look grim for the 
smartphone pioneer. 

A statement issued by 
BlackBerry said the board's 
committee would seek ways 
"to enhance value and increase 
scale" to help deploy its prod¬ 
ucts based on its new Black- 
Berry 10 platform, which was 
launched only seven months 
ago 

According to International 
Data Corporation (I DC), 
BlackBerry's global market 
share had slipped to 3.7 per - 
cent in the second quailer. tile 
lowest since tracking began, 
while Android accounted for 
nearly SO percent 

While BlackBerry helped 
create a culture of mobile 
users who were glued to the 
company's smartphones, many 
of those customers have since 
moved to Apple or other 
smartphone makers such as 
Samsung, mainly using An¬ 
droid 


In the second quarter. An¬ 
droid and Windows-based 
smartphones both managed 
slight increases in shipment 
volumes while Apple posted a 
year-over-year decline. How¬ 
ever, Apple is expected to re¬ 
capture market share with a 
new iPhone and operating sys- 
t em cDining o ut 1 at er tin s y ear, 
according to analysts, while 
Black Berry is forecast to con¬ 
tinue trailing the p ack. 

In a turnaround bid, the 
company unveiled its new 
platform on January 30, as it

The ZiO touchscreen smart¬ 
phone was only launched in 
the key US market in March 
while the Q1Q phone with a 
physical keyboard fallowed 
after the end of the first quar¬ 
ter.

French adventurer Philippe 
Croizon, known for Ins feats of' 
swimmt ng and divin g, s a d 
Monday Ins custom-designed 
wheelchair has been found 
after he reported it stolen while 
he was on holiday in northern 
Fiance 

Croizon, famed as the first 
quadruple amputee to swim 
across the English Channel, 
said the driver of a bus for 
handicapped people found the 
wheelchair in a parking lot on 
Friday and took it for safe¬ 
keeping not knowing who the 
owner was 

He had reported the theft of 
the wheelchair and its trailer, 
which he discovered missing 
dii Friday morning while stay¬ 
ing with fin ends near Dieppe. 

"1 feel sad and angry.." he 
told AFP earlier. "Let them 
keep the trailer if they want, 
but at least give back the 
wheelchair." 

Croizon, 45, said the high- 
tech, all-terrain wheelchair 
was brand-new and had been 
designed specially for him. 

Croizon, a former metal¬ 
worker, had all four limbs am¬ 
putated m 1994 from the 
elbows and knees after being 
struck by an electric shock of 
more than 50,0DO volts as he 
tried to remove a TV antenna 
from a roof. 

He has since carried out a 
series of exploits, including 
swimming the Channel in 
5010, swimming four straits 
separating five continents, and 
in January becoming the first 
quadruple amputee to com¬ 
plete a 33-metre (100-foot) 
dive

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Athletics: Fraser-Pryce emulates Bolt, Oliver 
makes mum cry 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Jamaican 
Shelly-Ann Fraser-Pryce emu¬ 
lated her superstar compatriot 
Usain Bolt m reclaiming her 
world 1QD metres title at the 
Wori d Athl ett cs Ch ampi ■- 
on ships Dn Monday in front of 
another disappointing crowd. 

The 2d-year-old - like Bolt a 
two-time Olympic champion - 
produced a stunning display to 
make up for her fourth place 
two years ago and add this title 
to the one she won in 2009 and 
repeat B olt's feat of Sunday m 
winning back the title. 

While she added another 
gold to her burgeoning collec¬ 
tion, American David Oliver 
will climb onto the top step of 
the podium for the first time 
after years of disappointment 
as he took the 110m hurdles 
title. 

However, it came at a cost as 
Ins outstanding performance - 
he destroyed a world class field 
including defending champion 
Jason Richardson and Olympic 
champion and world record- 
holder Aries Merritt - had Ins 
mum sobbing in the stands 

There were tears of joy too 
from Britain's Christine Ohu- 
ruogu, who produced one of 
her traditional late surges and a 
decisive dip on the line to re¬ 
gain die women's 40Dm tide 
sire won m 20 D7 at the expense 
of defending champion Aman- 
tle Mantsho of Botswana. 

Ghumogu, who is the British 
team captain and had urged die 
team to 'bum their ships' iu 
their efforts to win medals, was 
overcome with emotion at the 
medal ceremony. 

Her gold partly made up for 
the disappointment of taking 
silver at the Olympics in Lon¬ 
don last year whs di took place 
m the same area of the city 
where she lives. 

New Zealand's Valerie 
Adams too experienced the eu¬ 
phoria of victory a year after 
Olympic silver - though she 
later got gold after die winner 
failed a dope test - as she won 
a record fourth world shot put 
title.
